Glenda Farrell and Barton 
MacLane decided to put the 
system to atest. Under Kennedy’s 
instruction, they thought of a 
number — seven. 

Squaring it, they got 49 and 
bet “Plenty Charm,” the number

paid $30.40 on a two dollar 
ticket. 

Kennedy lost, however, he had 
bet “White Collar’ which ran 
last. Seven times seven, by his 
figuring, was 47.
